Ver fince I bad any inſpe&ion into the 
former Methods of Short-writing, [ 
have bewailed the ImperfeCtions there- 

of, conſedering how far ſhort it came to the pro- 

poſed End, (1.e, ) the Tracing of 4 moderate 

Speaker word by word, which not one among 

Twenty of the Maſters themſelves or one among 

Five hundred Learners (by any Method bither- 

to invented) can do : Which thing if rendred 

feaſible (to every ordinary Capacity ) I perſwade 
ſelf, that for one Learner that there i now, 
there will be Twenty, and ( Conſequently ) the 

Encouragement to Study and Teach the ſame, 

will equal that of any other particular piece of 

Learning; and the publick and general Utility 

thereby to all degrees of Perſons and Employ- 

ments will be unſpeakable : The furtherance of 
which buſineſs, is the chief deſign of this 

Tratt, About ten years ago I had conceived 

ſome Notipns which I judged might be uſeful 

in Short-writing, bt fencying that ſome other -

hand might perhaps be buſied about the like No- 
tions and Inventions, I wholly negleFed my own 
Conceits ; expetting by the help and hand of 
ſome other, to ſee the Art arrive at its deſign- 
ed Port of perfettion, or at leaft to be brought 
to that paſs, as to be paſt my skill ro mend it; 
But baving ſearched all the Printed Authors 
that I could light on, upon that Subjeft, and 
miſſing my ExpeFtation, I fell again into my 
old Melancholy Fit, Bemoaning, that ſo ex- 
cellent an Art was ſo little enriched by the 
Contributors, ( or rather Pretenders) there- 
imto, of whom ſome have offered nothing new 
but an Alphabet: And that 10 cherwife new, 
than by giving the old Charatters new Names 
and Places. | 

One main Reaſon of this Misfortune, ( 4s 
I conceive ) may have been, That ſome who 
have been eſteemed none of the meaneſt of the 
HMaragers of this Aﬀair (Roving rounded 
apon a wrong Hypotheſis ) bave choſen an un- 
fit Medium : For Mr. Rich ( as it ſeems ) 
taking, or rather miſtaking the Delign to be 

. the Writing much in a little Room ( as 4

But to our purpoſe : T ſay that Rich's Baſis 
is too narrow for his Building, and his Rules 
are t00 many, and-too particular to be applied 
zo ſo general an Uſe, «s J would have Short- 
Writing to be of. Wherefore I ſay, that Wri- 
ting by Sentences, whether it be by Symbolical 
CharaCters, or by Rules, is not the way to 
bring Short-Writmng to PerfeCtion : for the 
Deſugn is not to write much in 4 little room, 
but much in a little Time, ard to Trace our 
Speaker word by word. Not the ſparing of 
Paper, but of 1'ime is intended. I well know 
it to be an caſie matter to Colle bundreds of 
Sentences, and then find out Rules to write them 
by, if, when that is done, I could get an 1n- 
junttion for my Invention, to Injoyn the uſe of 
them to all Speakers : But is it not an idle thing 
for me, to trouble my ſelf to Learn, and Charge 
my Memory to retain a multitude of frivo-

View, it 
pleaſed me beyond any thing T ever ſaw of 
this kind, - The Author ( when living ) was 
a perſon of great thoughts ;\.havin 18 this 
Book, Jaid down. ſuch Grammatical s for 
the Art of .Short;writing, 2s are deduced 
from true Reaſon, and a ſolid Judgment : 
Whereas all the Short-bands hitherto Ex- 
tant ( that ever I ſaw) are moſtly thepro- 
duCt of a fanciful inventive Brain, towrite 
by Symbols, and many Knacky Contrattions 
by the Alphabet Sentences, &e. which in 
the general is not applicable to -the true 
deſign of Short-writing, viz. Taking ward 
for word, -unleſs. the Authors of thoſe Fan- 
cies could rocure a Patent for their Inven- 
tion, to oblige all Gan yon and Speakers 
in their Diſcourſes and Sermons, to 
Phraſes and Words T: to ſuch Contra: 
Etions and Fancies z which is morally impoſ- 
ſible 7; ſince Experience tells 'us, that Mens 
Language and way of Expreſſion, is as dif- 
ferent as their Faces. 1 am of this Author's 
. Opinion, they have all miſtook the point, 
thinking” the excellency of Short-writing, 
was to write a great deal in alittle room ; 
which produced ſuch ſwarms of ContraCfti- 
ons from Mr, Rich and his followers; and 
all Short-hand-writers ever ſince his time *

For the true Art and Deſigt of Short-hand, 
is not ( Fohn Troduſcant in a Nut-ſbell; or with 
Ar, Rich .) to-write-a-Sermon in the 48h 
part of a ſheet of: Paper: Ir is not to write 
much-in-a little room, but to write wb 
in a little tjme 3. and to trace an Orator 
word: by word : Not the ſparing 'of Paper 
but of Time, This bath alſo further to 
recommend it, . That this Short-hand is- as 
applicable to take a pleading at. the Bar, 
as well as a Sermon from the Pulpit ; the 
Authors deſign being to Contratt Words; 
not Sentences. And it hath this further 
Excellency above all others, that its Rides 
are applicable 'to 'the. Alphabets of Rich, 
Metcalfe, Facy, Hopkins, Maſon, or any 
other Short-hand-writer whatſocyer; inſo- 
much, that any , one may apply-theſe Rles 
without altering their Short-hand Charatter, 
This.method muſt needs be capable of vaſt 
Improvement, , eſpecially to the Learned: I 
have not further: ro add, but recommend 
you. to the peruſal of the Book, where the 
Ingenious will find a large Field to gather 
up the Ar: of Short and Swift-writing,to 2 
greater degree of PerfeCtion, than anything 
of this Nature could. eyer yet arrive unto,
